WITH THE BUSINESS SCHOOL

varioug§ business fields; 5—A supervised outside work pro- 
gram; 6—Reorganization of class work to qualify terminal 
students at an earlier date, and 7—Deficiencies in reading, 
writing and calculating should be discovered earlier in the 
student's career and corrected. 
hile this does not include everything that was men- 
tioned, it does cover the major points which is what we are 
going to be concerned in all the articles of this series. It 
is not the purpose of this writer to refute every charge made 
against the college business department but since this is to 
be an impartial observation it is only fair that the “other 
side” be presented as well. 
we SOME FACTS 

When a probing of the business school was first pro- 
posed ‘last January, The Daily News-Herald independently 
undertook an investigation of its cwn. It was discovered 
at that time from the state department of education in Los 
Angeles that a merchandising course in distributive educa- 
tion, which is what Mr. Wadsworth must have meant by his 
requést for a supervised outside work program, has been 
availgble to Chaffey and all other junior colleges since 1938. 
As a: matter of fact. it was offered before Mr. Shimmin was 
head of the business department and turned down by re- 
sponsible officials here. Willis M. Kenealy, regional supervisor 
of digtributive education for the state department of educa- 
tion, told us at that time that most educators are agreed that 
coopérative merchandise training is essential for any good 
a. department and he expressed surprise that a school 
of affey's reputation had not yet put the program into 





effect, 
investigation also disclosed another matter which 
should+be considered in attempting to fix the blame for what

school. The present head of the Chaffey commerce depart- 
ment formally recommended to the college director two years 
ago not only the establishmeni of an “on-the-job” training 
program but also office training as well. But no action was 
taken by the administration on the request. 


In attempting to evaluate the standing of the business 
school and comparing it, for example with San Bernardino 
Valley Junior college, several factors must be considered. What 
about the comparative teaching loads and the availability 
of equipment with which to put the program outlined by 
Mr. ‘Wadsworth into effect? These points will, no doubt, 


be donsidered by the board when it holds its proposed | 


meeting with Mr. Shimmin. 
TEACHER HOURS 
However, the results of our own survey from some schools 
in the Orange Empire conference should be revealing to the 
public. San Bernardino, which is considered to have one 
of the better business schools, requires an average of around 
15 hours of teaching per week from its business staff as com- 


pared to Chaffey’s 21.8. The other schools checked reported 
the following: 


Fullerton, 20 hours; Mt. San Antonio, 19'% and Riverside |

li will be noted that Chaffey business teachers carry 


the heaviest load as far as actual teaching hours are con- | 
cerned. -One other significant fact should be noted and that. 


is thqt the Chaffey business school head must devote 15 full 
hours a week in the classroom as compared to nine hours 
both at Fullerton and San Bernardino. Mt. San Antonio has a 


rotating chairman every two years and Riverside has no de- | 


partment head at all so these schools could not be fairly 
comptred with Chaffey. < . 

These points are made in order to illustrate that in order 
to put into effect much of the program recommended by the 
administration teachers must have more time than they do 
now. * And this can only be accomplished by the addition of

by the business department head.

In other words, guiding 
of the student through two years of college work is appar- 
ently not in the hands of the business department chairman, 
thus making it very difficult for him to have any real con- 
trol over the student's plan of study. 

As for the charge that business school graduates are 


weak in spelling and in the use of correct English, it must be |

many’ years everywhere. 
that these should have been learned by students before en- 
tering college, either in elementary school or high school. 

There, of course, are many other points which could be 
made. on both sides. But it is not the intention of this article 
to pass any judgment but merely to focus attention on both 
sides .of the business school problem—a problem that was 
first called to the public attention by the administration itself, 

BOARD VIEW 

The fact that the majority of the board is not convinced | 
in its own mind as to who actually is responsible for the | 
“weakness” of the business school was demonstrated when 
the motion to dismiss the head of the department was lost 
for the want of a second. Most trustees want’ to know more 
about.it and to give Mr. Shimmin the opportunity to present his 
side before taking any action.
